DEAR 
DR. LAWRENCE: 


Last December I had a lower 
riiiht wisdom tooth pulled and 
ever since then the hinge 
joint on that side has been 
very sore. Sometimes it seems 
to get well but then it gets 
tight and sore again. When I 
chew, the joint makes crack- 
ing noises. Could you tell me 
what it is and what I should 
do about it?—Mrs. Harold B. 


A—This is not an uncom- 


mon complaint after extrac- 
tion of lower wisdom teeth, 
especially if the extraction is 
a difficult one. If the tooth 
is 
impacted 
(embedded 
in 


hone), or in an odd position 
in the bone, or if the mouth 
is small and the opening is 
narrow as in some petite fem- 
inine jaws, extraction of low- 
er wisdom teeth can bs a 
troublesome and complicated 
problem. 


In the effort to gain access 


to the angle of the jaw where 
the wisdom tooth lies buried, 
the mouth may be pried open 
beyond its capacity, and this 
puts the hinge joint under 
considerable s t r a i n . This 
stretching of the joint injures 
membranes, muscles and ten- 
dons that help form the joint 
and can cause the symptoms 
Mrs. 
B describes.

BOSTON—(NEA)—Ninety-seven games of professional 


basketball had exhausted Bill Russell to a point where only 
his reflexes controlled his body. 


You knew he was acting on reflex because Bill Russell al- 


lowed other men to put words, then phrases and finally 
sentences into his mouth. 


it is a once-a-year occurrence—if that— 


because Russell never has been forced to 
grope for words or explanations. He is a 
blunt man and words come easily when you 
don't care about images or offending people. 


But at this particular moment the Boston 


Celtics had just won the championship of the 
world and Bill Russell, the man, had reverted 
to Bill Russell, the machine. 


The newspaper and television guys were 


crammed five, six deep around him in a semi- 
circle. They asked the same dull questions 
Russell had heard since mid-October: 


"You guys did it for Red, didn't you, Bill?" 
A half shake of the head, a few words and the next ques- 
tion: 


"This team had heart, didn't it. Bill?" 
Another affirmative shake of the head. A few more 


mumbled words. 


"How do you feel?" 
Russell wearily looked up through a pair of glazed eyes. 


Exhaustion enveloped his body and, as he sat motionless, 
sweat dripped from his nose and chin into a little puddle on 
the floor. 


The questioners were relentless. They had their man and, 


like a hunter with a trapped animal, would not let go. 


"Do you plan any changes next year?" 
"When will you start working on the draft?" 
Bill Russell looked up, a vapid stare on his face. He clutch- 


ed a bouquet of flowers (a gift from a fan), then lowered his 
head again and stared at the floor. He stared for a long while 
and finally the crowd understood and drifted to Sam Jones 
in another corner of the room. 


Russell had been left to his flowers and his thoughts, 
It is difficult picturing this man as player-coach of the 


Celtics. The pace in the National Basketball Association is 
almost inhumane. Some have tougher times adjusting to it 
than others. 


Next season Bill Russell inherits a dynasty that is cracking 


up and if it collapses he, alone, will be blamed. 


"I don't know how the pressure will affect me," Russell 


said. "Different men have different temperaments. Dolph 
Schayes and Richie Guerin were player-coaches. They re- 
acted differently. All I know is that I "plan to play 47 or 48 
mirtut.es a game. I also know the Celtics will be my team." 


With Russell the player in the lineup for 47 or 48 minutes, 


Russell the coach will have an advantage and so will the 
Celtics. 


As Frank Ramsey said. "He's his own best player."

Russell's college coach Phil Woolpert, who had Bill frtiif 


years at the University of San Francisco when the Dons Won 
two national championships, agrees with Auerbach that Rus- 
sell was the right choice. 


"No doubt about it," says Woolpert, now the coach At the 


University of San Diego, "any time a player takes over as 
coach it's going to be tough, but Bill is better equipped than 
most players to do it. He has the desire and pride and alwavs 
works hard. As player-coach, Bill can ask his players to But 
out that extra effort because he's a real tiger out there on 
the court and everyone knows it." 


Russell originally ruled himself out as Auerbach's replace 


ment, claiming he had no desire to coach. 


"I know he said he wasn't interested," Woolpert continued 


"but he always has enjoyed it. Even when he was at USJ* 
we got him a job coaching a playground team and he ate it 
up. More important, the kids loved him." 


Some question whether Russell has the disposition for the 


trying position of player-coach. 


"Oh, yes, I think he has the temperament to handle it" 


Woolpert replied. "I've played golf with him and I remember 
one time when he hit 10 balls out and it didn't even faze him 
He has the patience." 


Russell is an intelligent person but, according to Woolpert 


had a tendency at one time to take it easy in the classroom 
at San Francisco. 


"I almost dropped him from the team," Woolpert said. "He 


was a little discouraged and wasn't studying. 1 talked with 
him and I had Ollie Matson (Matson was a football star at 
San Francisco) talk to him, but the results weren't too favor- 
able. 


"In desperation, he was that close to being out. I went to 


his father, a factory worker with no formal education at all 
but a wonderful man who was tremendously interested in his 
boy. His father took over and gave Bill the business. From 
that point Bill became a good student and never was in anv 
lype of academic trouble again." 


Woolpert says Russell was easy to coach in college, although 


the two did have one disagreement and again it almost led 
(o his dismissal from the squad. 


"We had taught Bill to shoot free-throws a particular way 


and he became a better than average free-throw shooter. But 
one day he decided he was going to shoot them the way he 
wanted to when I was working at the other end of the practice 
floor. 


"However, I saw him. I told him in no uncertain terms that 


if he threw one more ball up at the hoop like he had been 
instructed not to do, he would turn in his suit He said he 
would not do it again and I know he didn't. 


"That was in the middle of his junior year. I'll guarantee 


you I would have kept my word and cut him. It wasn't so 
much because I wanted him to do it our way, but basketball 
is played by five players. I couldn't afford to let Bill disobey 
the coaching instructions which his teammates had faith in 
If we had let Bill do the thing his way it could have led to 
trouble.

Of the other 1,042 objects in earth orbit, 222 are satellites belonging to five countries, as 
shown in News-Graphic above. The rest are classified as "junk"—rocket casings, heat shields, ejection springs, 
separation bolts and at least one nonmetallic object, the glove left behind by astronaut Edward White last year. 
The First Lady won't have to launch a space beautification program, however, because all these satellites and 
debris will eventually be pulled closer and closer to the atmosphere and incinerate themselves. NASA estimates 
that 129 American and 598 Russian pieces of junk have burned up since the start of the space age.

came from other local funds.

A well-lighted, spacious library 
with books to satisfy the appe 
tite of every hungry reader. 
Light beige is the restful color 
choice for walls, ceiling, and 
furniture. Besides 
the usual- 


type library tables and chairs, 
there is a small round table with 
upholstered chiars that 
lends 


an added air of pleasantness to 
the surroundings. 


Many rows of new shelving 


can be seen, and of particular 
interest is the section for chil- 
dren with low shelves that are 
handy for tots. These have book 
dividers to assist the youngsters 
in taking out and putting back 
paper books on the shelves un- 
aided by adults. 


A lounge for employees of 


the library is something new on 
the south wing. A small refrig- 
erator, sink, and stove provide 
convenience. In this area are 
also work talbes for repairing 
books and a typewriter, as well 
as comfortable lounge chairs. 


The Hempstead County Lib- 


rary was orgainized February 
15, 1940; this was combined with 
the Hope Public Library which 
was located at the Hope C i t y 
Hall. Miss Elsie Weisenberger 
was the librarian. The f i r s t 
Library Board was: Charles 
Reynerson, A. B. Weathering- 
ton, J. I. Lieblong, Mrs. J. A. 
Henry, Mrs. Joe Jackson, and 
Mrs, 
John Wallace. That year 


the library had 5,000 books. 


A little over 25 years later, 


on June 30, 1965, the bookstock 
had reached 52,000 and the cicu- 
lation was 153,644. The Hemp- 
stead County Library building 
was dedicated July 20,1948. The 
late Dr, G. E. Cannon and Mrs. 
Cannon donated the land, and 
the building was erected at an 
approximate cost of $40,000. 


As supported for the library a 


one mill tax was passed b y 
Hempstead County in H948. A 
one mill taof was passed by Ne- 
vada County in J95B, and Hemp- 
stead and Nevada Counties join- 
ed together to form the Hemp- 
stead-Nevada Regional Library. 
Library service was begun to 
Nevada County in 1959. 


The year 1959 also saw tlie 


beginning of the Bookmobile, a

Helicopter 
Fleet to Be 
Increased

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is increasing its 
helicopter fleet in South Viet 
Nam to give ground troops even 
greater mobility in the face of 
rising Communist infiltration. 


A month from now, Officials 


said, there will be close to 1,800 
helicopters in Viet Nam — an 
increase of about 200 from the 
most recent total. 


At the same time, the officials 


said, additional helicopter com- 
panies will be formed in the 
United States. Presumably, 
some of these eventually will be 
sent to Viet Nam. 


Authorities forecast that heli- 


copter operation will be rela- 
tively unhampered in the immi- 
nent rainy season, although the 
bad weather is expected to cut 
down flights by jet fighters. 


One sources forecast that heli- 


copters will be able to function 
about 75 per cent of the time 
during the 
monsoon season 


which lasts throughout the sum- 
mer. 


With fighter support likely to 


become 
spotty 
because 
of 


weather, the firepower repre- 
sented by helicopter gunships 
probably will assume extra im- 
portance during the rains. 


The Communists, who have 


been building up men and sup- 
plies in the Viet Nam jungles 
and mountains for months, are 
generally expected to go on the 
offensive during the monsoon 
period. 


American 
strategists 
are 


counting on their helicopter re- 
sources to enable U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces to hit 
the Communists when they ap- 
pear and to shatter and scat- 
ter those Red units before they 
can combine into bigger and 
more formidable formations.

Three Space 
Maneuvers 
Are Plailhed

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— During their three-day flight 
starting Tuesday, the Gemini 9 
astronauts plan to execute three 
space rendezvous 
maneuvers 


similar to those that might have 
to be made on Project Apollo 
man-to-the-moon trips. 


The maneuvers "will be clos- 


er to what an Apollo rendezvous 
will be than was the case with 
Gemini 8," said Air Force Lt. 
Col. Thomas P. Stafford, Gemi 
ni 9 command pilot. 


Riding with him will be Navy 


Lt. Cmdr. Eugene A. Cernan. 


Their first major task will be 


to pursue an Agena target satel- 
lite across the skies, catching it 
in four hours over the western 
Pacific during the third orbit. 


"We'll move right in on it, 


docking within 20 minutes, by 
the time we reach Hawaii," 
said Stafford. 


The time and maneuvers in- 


volved are similar to those 
planned for two astronauts in a 
Lunar 
Excursion 
Module 


(LEM) 
to rejoin the Apollo com- 


mand ship after they launch 
themselves 
from the 
moon. 


While they are on the surface, a 
third astronaut circles the moon 
in the main ship. 


The Gemini 8 pilots required 


four orbits to catch their Agena. 
Stafford and Cernan will reduce 
the time by one orbit by making 
a major maneuver seconds aft- 
er their Titan 2 rocket inserts 
them into orbit. 


Stafford will fire the space- 


craft's jet thrusters to adjust 
the high point of his orbital path 
so it i 168 miles or precisely 17 
miles below the path of the Age- 
na.Gemini 8 did not make this 
height adjustment move until 
after one circuit of the globe. 
The remaining three major ma- 
neuvers each then will occur 
one orbit earlier than they did 
on the Gemini 8 flight. 


Also, 
Gemini 
9 
will 
be 


launched about two minutes 
earlier than Gemini 8. That 
means the Agena will only have 
a 720-mile head start instead of 
a 1.200-mile lead- 


The other two rendezvous at- 


tempts are scheduled for the 
third day, after Cernan has tak- 
en a space walk and the pilots 
have maneuvered by firing the 
Agena wngine while docked. 


The second will be attempted 


without the use of radar and the 
third will simulate he Apollo 
command ship descending to 
pick up the Lunar Excursion 
Module in case the LEM cannot 
make it down to the moon's sur- 
face and is unable to come all 
the way back up to th*

Johnson and Mansfield both

Johnson said the vast majori- 


ty of Americans will respect 
that stand.

June 24. The tests are being giv- 
en at 1,200 colleges and univer- 
sities in all 50 states, Puerto 
Rico and the Panama Canal 
Zone.

Mao Emerges 
Again After 
Six Months

TOKYO (AP) — The message 


said "Mao Tze-tung reported 
dead. Please check." The year 
was 1946. 


Now 7 2years old, he chair- 


man of the Chinese Communist 
party has perhaps had more 
demises and resurrections — on 
paper — than any other world 
figure. 


Mao has emerged again after 


a six-month absence from pub- 
lic view during which all the old 
rumors and speculation were 
aired. Two photographs of him 
with Albanian Premier Mehmet 
Shehu somewhere in China show 
him in obvious good humor, 
looking healthier than ever, 
somewhat less gaunt than he 
seemed i n photographs l a s t 
year. 


Despite this, U.S. officials in 


Washington continue to believe 
Mao's health is bad and power 
is slipping from his hands. 


They may have some intelli- 


gence not available elsewhere. 
But there is nothing to be seen 
in Tokyo to support this, unless 
it is the actuarial tables on like- 
lihood of illness. They are high 
for 72 year olds. 


The view here, based on an 


intensive study of Chinese pub- 
lications and an analysis of the 
r"nprts nf HiolomaN and travel- 
ers from the mainland is that 
Mao has not exercised day-to- 
day control of the government 
or party since 1959. 


In that year, he stepped down 


as chairman, or president, of 
the Chinese People's Republic 
for the avowed purpose of devo- 
tine more time to the large as- 
pects 
of Chinese Communist 


policy and problems. 


He turned over the protocol 


and social functions inherent in 
the presidency to his heir ap- 
parent, Liu Shao-chi. The work- 
ing of the government already 
had been securely placed in the 
hands of Premier Chou En-lai 
and a veteran administration. 


Since then, Mao's absences 


from Peking have been more 
frequent and for longer dura- 
tions. Generally he has sought 
thf nearp and nuiet of the shim- 
mering West Lake at Hangchow 
to wrrk over his theories.

Bomb Fallout 
Won't Last 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A 


Public Health spokesman said 
today that the radioactive fal« 
lout In the United States from 
Red China's latest nuclear blast 
will be barely measurable and 
"won't last long. " 


A 
high-flying 
radioactive 


cloud spawned by Monday's 
blast continued to move east 
over the United States. The 
Weather Bureau said the cloud 
would be over the Eastern Sea- 
board sometime today and over 
Europe by Monday, 


The spokesman described the 


blast as "a single shot with a 
relatively small yield. Com- 
pared 
with 
what we went 


through in 1961 and 1962, it's 
nothing." 


Heavy nuclear testing by the 


United States and the Soviet 
Union brought the average con- 
centration of iodine 131 in fresh 
milk samples across the nation 
to about 70 picocuries per liter 
by the autumn of 1962, far below 
a level considered dangerous by 
U.S. authorities. 


Some of the blasts were in the 


megaton range, equivalent to 
millions of tons of TNT apiece. 
The Bed Chinese blast was esti- 
mated to-be in the 130,000 kilo- 
ton range, equivalent to 130,000 
tons of 'TNT/ 


Even with the larger Chinese 


blast, the; spokesman said, "If 
we ,get any fallout at all it'll be 
spotty and last only a few 
days." Most of the fallout will 
show up in milk, he said. 


"Don't forget," the spokes- 


man added in an interview, "if 
there's a cloud passing over, 
one of the factors as to whether 
you get fallout on the ground is 
whether there is precipitation."

to the killing ability of the mis- 
sile — was rated superior to the 
Soviet SAM radar equipment 
and less subject to evasion. 


The re-examination took acr 


count of special tactics devel- 
oped bv U.S. Air Force, Navy 
and Marine fliers in dealing 
with the SAMs in their forays 
into North Viet Nam. 


"We think our batteries would 


score much higher kills than the 
North Vietnamese," said one 
source. 


The SAMs. believed to be 


manned by North Vietnamese 
crews, 
have knocked down 


fewer than 20 of the 235 U.S. 
warplanes lost above the 17th 
parallel. 


Some U.S. military men be- 


lieve the SAMs would do better 
if they were handJed by Russian 
firing crews. Russians have 
been serving as advisers and 
trainers, according to informa- 
tion available here.

Army missile men were told to 
see what could be learned from 
the mobility of the Communist 
weapons.
